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The Pecan Belt Highway may be 
transferred 
into 
a 
great 
Federal 
Military highway ranking with the 
best roads in the nation, if plans 
which have been started by Federal i 
government and sponsored by 
en­ 
thusiastic road builders of this sec­ 
tion are brought to maturity. 
It is said that the United States 
government plans to connect 
Fort 
Sill, Oklahon\a and Fort Sam Hous­ 
ton at San Antonio with a Military 
highw’ay over which soldiers and war 
supplies may be transported in case 
of war and in time of peace if nec­ 
essary. The Pecan 
Belt 
Highway 
marks almost an air line 
between 
these two forts, and according 
to 
government engineers, is 
the 
log­ 
ical route for the proposed road. 
A mass meeting of interested cit­ 
izens with representatives from the 
various towns along the Pecan Belt 
was held at Goldthwaite Saturday in 
the Chamber of Commerce room for 
the purpose of furthering the cause.

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Holden Finds Irish Potatoes Pay Big 


^ Elmer D. Holden of the 
Beattie 
Community raised Irish potatoes at 
a profit ox $283.95 per acre last year 
when he sold from a third of an acre 
of land $94.85 worth after 
paying 
for the seed and hauling. 
Mr. Holden this year has already 
ordered 35 bushels of seed potatoes 
and is planning to enter the 
busi­ 
ness on a more extensive scale with 
a crop of at least three acres. 
Mr. Holden attributes his success 
in the potato business largely to the 
fact that he planted certified seed. 
He first tried 
certified 
seed 
two j 
years ago, he says, when he planted ( 
two rows of them and beside them, | 
on the same kind of land, two other 
rows of equal length with 
common 
^■edJl ^tatops. From the first 
two 
vows fit* got by actual weight 
246 
pound with only ten pounds of culls 
and from the other two rows he got 
only ir>6 pounds and not more than 
half of them were above the grade 
of culls, he said. 
Last year he planted only certified 
seed and as a result from his total 
yield, there were less than a half of 
tub of culls. 
His third of an acre patch produced 
2,764 pounds which he sold for four : 
cents per pound to a 
west 
Texas ( 
truck at his patch. 
In addition to i 
this he kept back enough for fam-1 
ily use. 
Mr. Holden says now is the time 
to prepare the land for planting 
in 
fact it should have been broken in 
the fall and returned and harrowed 
at this season, he says, and should 
be in a perfect state of Cultivation 
at planting time, which is between 
the first and tenth of March. Mr. 
Holden uses bam yard manure and 
commercial fertiliser on his patch. 
Local mercantile firms have order­ 
ed certified 
potatoes, Mr. 
Holden 
says, and an increased number 
of 
farmers are planning to plant them, 
among whom are J. O. Hall of Sid­ 
ney, who will plant three acres, John 
Guthrie also of Sidney will

is planting a large patch.
